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As a place where one can spend a 
AN OUTING SPOT vacation or an outing time, Yellow- 


stone Park is unrivaled. With the hotels as centers 
of attraction, excursions can be made afoot or by horse 
in all directions. A few days can be spent in camping 
out here and there; the trout streams can be whipped; 
a mountain be climbed, or the peculiar features of each 
locality be studied while sojourning at each hotel. The 
purity of the atmosphere, the mild temperatures of 
the Park when cities are hot and unbearable, and the 
moderate altitude of the region guarantee health and 
recuperation as well as pleasure and amusement. 
The value of the park in this connection will well 
bear careful thought on the part of denizens of large 
cities, to whom the vacation period means a great deal. 


The Park lies in the northwestern corner 
WHERE IT IS Wyoming, w narrow strip in Mon 
and Idaho.

HOW TO REACH IT There is but one railway to the Park, 


the Northern Pacific. The eastern 
tourist can reach the Northern Pacific either at Ashland, 
West Superior, Duluth . Paul or Minneapolis. The over- 
land through trains leave St. Paul and Minneapolis, which 
are the principal eastern terminals of the Northern Pacific 
Railway, and are » connected by several lines will 
St, Louis and Kansas City, the gateways for southern trave! 

Pacific Coast tourists can take the trains of the Northern 
Pacific at Seattle, Tacoma or Portland. 

The main line of the railway is diverged from at Liv- 
ingston, Mont. From here to Cinnabar, a point on the 
northern border of the Park and distant fifty-one miles 
from Livingston, a branch line is used. 

From Cinnabar the trip is continued to Mammoth Hot 
Springs, seven miles distant, from whence the tour of the 
Park proper is made, in the coaches of the Yellowstone 
National Park Transportation Company. 


The regular trains and train service of 
TRAIN SERVICE the Northern Pacific Railway are kept 
up to modern si rds. Pullman Sleeping Cars, and the 
very best of Dining Cars, and all vestibuled, are run on all 
through trains, the sleepers running between St. Paul and 
Cinnabar and Cinnabar and Seattle without change. The 
Park Branch train between Livingston and Cinnabar makes 
the round trip daily, during the Park season, connecting 
with Park coaches at Cinnabar, and with main line trains 
east and west-bound at Livingston.

Holders of through tickets deciding to stop-over, 
after reaching stations south of Mammoth Hot Springs, 
will be provided with seats in regular coaches by giving 
transportation company sufficient notice to enable them 
to make reservation in coaches leaving Mammoth Hot 
Springs, or utilize vacant seats in coaches en route.
